stitution Is Described 


by Albert Graves 


"When the 
Ki American 
colonies 


first set about the task of drafting the 
constitution they were a loose feder- 
ation of states resembling the present 
League of Nations," Albert Graves told 
Hope Rotarians Friday noon at Hotel 
Barlow—the program being based on 
Constitution day, which fell on Tues- 
day of this week, September 17. 


"The need for a central govern- 


ment," Mr. Graves said, "was pointed 
out by George 
Washington, among 


others. 


"The then central government had 


purely advisory powers. Between the 
various states were 
tariffs, 
limiting 


trade and causing confusion between 
people who spoke xhe same language 
and were of the same race. 


"Washington and other landowners 


living alonj.' the Potomac river saw an 
opportunity for tremendous trade de- 
velopment if some central authority 
could be established to bring order out 
of chaos. The idea, however, was by 
no means unanimously endorsed. At 
the first call for a constitutional con- 
vention the spring of 178G only five 
of the 13 states responded: 
Virginia. 


Pennsylvania, New York. Delaware 
and New Jersey. 


"New Jersey wa.s particularly anxi- 


ous for action. She was caught be- 
tween the 
military threats of New- 


York, on the north, and Virginia, on 
Ihe south, the two largest colonies, 
both maintaining stale armies. 
i 


"Later there was a second constitu- . 


tional convention, and at this time all 
', 


the colonies except Rhode Island sent i 
representative:;. The constitution sv is 
drafted and sent back to the stairs to ' 
be ratified. The instrument had to be 
accepted by nine of the 13 colonies be-- i 
fore becoming 
effective. The large 


states of New York and Virginia held; 
oin almost, to the last, but eventually , 


j ratification was accomplished."
